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Kadhafi set for battle of Tripoli 


TRIPOLI, Libya (AFP) - An 
embattled Moamer Kadhafi 
said he would throw open the 
country's arsenals to his sup¬ 
porters in a rabble-rousing 
speech that presaged a bloody 
battle for the Libyan capital. 

In a brief but chilling ad¬ 
dress in Tripoli's Green 
Square, Kadhafi told hundreds 
of cheering supporters to pre¬ 
pare themselves for a fight to 
defend the city. 

His loyalists had earlier 
killed several people in shoot¬ 
ing that spread through the 
capital and French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy became the 
first world leader to openly 
demand the Libyan leader's 
ouster. 

As outraged Western go¬ 
vernments scrambled to craft 
a collective response to a 
bloody crackdown which has 
claimed hundreds of lives, the 
United States said it was mov¬ 
ing ahead with unilateral and 
multilateral sanctions against 
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the regime. 

The Euro¬ 
pean Union 
agreed to slap an 
arms embargo, 
asset freezes and 
travel bans on 
Libya. 

The move 
came hours be¬ 
fore the UN Se¬ 
curity Council 
was due to meet 
to discuss op¬ 
tions to respond 
to Libya's re¬ 
pression of its people, and fol¬ 
lowing complaints that the 
international response was too 
slow. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon 
urged the Security Council to 
take "decisive action" on the 
crisis where he said more than 
1,000 people have now been 
killed. "Loss of time means 
more loss of lives," he told the 
15-nation council. 

In a rooftop address, Kad¬ 
hafi called on his partisans in 


the square below to "defend 
Libya." "If needs be, we will 
open all the arsenals. 

"We will fight them and we 
will beat them," he said as 
frenzied supporters raised por¬ 
traits of the leader and waved 
the country's green flag. 

Almost the entire east of 
the oil-rich North African 
country has slipped from Kad- 
hafi's control since a popular 
uprising began with protests 
in the port city of Benghazi on 
February 15. 


Hundreds 
of people have 
been killed in 
a brutal crack¬ 
down, and tens 
of thousands 
of foreigners 
have scram¬ 
bled to leave 
the country. 

State televi¬ 
sion showed 
the 68-year- 
old leader re- 
p e a t e d 1 y 
raising his 
arms and shaking his fists dur¬ 
ing the brief appearance while 
shouting that the Libyan peo¬ 
ple "love Kadhafi." "Life 
without dignity has no value, 
life without green flags has no 
value," Kadhafi told them. 
"Sing, dance and prepare 
yourselves." 

Some of the crowd chanted 
"God, Moamer, Libya and 
that’s all." 

This was Kadhafi’s third 
public statement this week. 


He previously called on his 
followers to crush the insur¬ 
rection and later said Al- 
Qaeda was behind what he 
called "drug crazed mobs" of 
young people trying to unseat 
him. 

In Ankara, meanwhile, 
Sarkozy said "Mr Kadhafi 
must go," becoming the first 
world leader to demand the 
ouster of the 68-year-old for¬ 
mer army colonel who seized 
power in a 1969 coup. 

"The systematic violence 
against the Libyan people is 
unacceptable and will be the 
subject of investigations and 
sanctions," Sarkozy added at 
a joint news conference with 
Turkish counterpart Abdullah 
Gul. 

In Tripoli, security forces 
opened fire indiscriminately 
on worshippers leaving 
prayers, desperate to prevent 
any new protests on the 
weekly Muslim day of rest, 
residents told AFP by tele¬ 
phone. 


WikiLeaks' Assange appeals 5.7 magnitude quake shakes 
against extradition southeast Mexico 




LONDON, England (AFP) - 
WikiLeaks founder Julian As¬ 
sange vowed he was ready to 
to fight a lengthy legal battle 
after a British judge ruled he 
should be extradited to Swe¬ 
den to face allegations of rape. 

Lawyers for the 39-year-old 
Australian said they would ap¬ 
peal against judge Howard 
Riddle's decision to reject de¬ 
fence arguments that Assange 
would face an unfair trial that 


would breach his human 
rights. 

Speaking after the hearing 
at Belmarsh Magistrates' Court 
in London, Assange criticised 
the European system under 
which he was detained in De¬ 
cember over claims that he 
sexually abused two women in 
Sweden. "It is a result of the 
European Arrest Warrant sys¬ 
tem run amok. There was no 
consideration during this entire 
process as to the merits of the 
allegations against me," he told 
around 100 journalists from 
across the globe. 

He has seven days to appeal 
and if he fails to do so he must 
be extradited to Sweden within 
10 days of the expiry of the ap¬ 
peals period. Legal challenges 
go through Britain's High 
Court and can go all the way to 
the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
strong earthquake deep under¬ 
ground struck southeast Mex¬ 
ico in Veracruz province, the 
US Geological Survey re¬ 
ported. 

The 5.7-magnitude quake 
occurred at 7:07 am (1307 
GMT) some seven kilometers 
(four miles) from the town of 
Acayucan and about 470 kilo¬ 


meters (290 miles) east of the 
capital Mexico City. 

No immediate injuries or 
damage was reported from the 
temblor, which struck at a 
depth of 132 kilometers (82 
miles). 

The region was the scene 
of devastating flooding last 
year that left dozens of people 
dead and thousands homeless.

keting organization that posi¬ 
tions the brand Aruba as a 
premiere tourism destination, 
which meets the needs of its 
stakeholders.” She believes 
that applying core values of 
“empowerment, productivity 
and ownership, professional¬ 
ism, fun, passion and re¬ 
spect,” in and for her team, 
will establish the level of ac¬ 
complishment they seek for 
the new ATA.

Evacuation of Dutch citizens a 


difficult process 


THE HAGUE, TheNether- 
lands — The Dutch ambassador 
to Tripoli Gerard Steeghs re¬ 
ports that Tripoli airport is still 
in a state of chaos as thousands 
of people are desperately try¬ 
ing to leave the country. For 
the second time this week, a 
Dutch military transport plane 
took off from the Tripoli air¬ 
port to arrive in Sicily a few 
hours later. 

The Dutch airforce Her¬ 
cules C-130 was carrying 9 
Dutch passengers and 33 peo¬ 
ple with different nationalities. 
The plane arrived in Libya 
early on Thursday morning 
and stayed at Tripoli airport for 
as long as possible. Ambassa¬ 
dor Steeghs was in the airport 
terminal waving a Dutch flag 


to assemble as many Dutch ci¬ 
tizens as possible. The Dutch 
evacuees will due to travel 
from Sicily to the Netherlands 
yesterday. 

As far as the Dutch em¬ 
bassy is aware, there are still 
60 Dutch citizens in Libya, 
some of which are anxious to 
leave the country. One woman 
is stranded in Libya because 
she feels she cannot leave 
without her pets: 16 cats and 
two dogs. The animals are not 
allowed on board evacuation 
flights. 

The frigate HNLMS 
Tromp, which was en route to 
the Indian Ocean to relieve 
HLNMS De Ruyter off the So¬ 
mali coast, turned around 
while in the Red Sea and ar¬ 


rived off the Libyan coast on 
Thursday.

Apple MacBooks get speedier with 
Intel technology 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Google has began cooking 
recipes into its search menu 
in a way that lets people eas¬ 
ily find instructions for whip¬ 
ping up dishes in the kitchen. 

A ’’Recipe View” feature 
that Google is rolling out in 
the United States and Japan 
turns the search engine into 
an online cook book of sorts. 

”My parents follow the art 
of cooking by intuition, 
where the right amount of 
each spice is measured out by 
gut feel, but that’s never 
worked very well for me,” 
Google product manager 
Kavi Goel said while intro¬ 
ducing Recipe View, on 
Thursday. 

” As a math geek and com¬ 
puter engineer, I prefer to 
work with concrete numbers 
and instructions, including

CAPE CANAVERAL, 
Florida (AFP) - The shuttle 
Discovery blasted off on its 
final mission into orbit, 
marking the beginning of the 
end for what has been a cen¬ 
tral part of the US space pro¬ 
gram for three decades. 

NASA’s most journeyed 
shuttle launched at 4:53 pm 
(2153 GMT) on its way to the 
International Space Station 
(ISS), and when it returns 
next month, it will become 
the first of the three-member 
fleet to enter retirement. 

’’Good to be here,” Dis¬ 
covery Commander Steve 
Lindsey said by radio once 
the shuttle reached orbit. 

The shuttle was set to ar¬ 
rive at the ISS Saturday at 
2:16 pm (1916 GMT), trans¬ 
porting a spare closet module 
and the first humanoid robot 
on an 11-day mission that in¬ 
cludes two spacewalks. 

”It has been a pretty 
tremendous day in space 
flight for us,” said Bill Ger- 
stenmaier, NASA associate 
administrator for space oper¬ 
ations. 

The US team received 
messages of encouragement 
from the Europeans after 
their Automated Transfer Ve- 
hicle-2 spacecraft ’’Johannes 
Kepler” docked at the ISS 
hours before shuttle liftoff, 
’’which was a great way to 
start the day,” he added. 

The launch was postponed 
in November after cracks 
emerged on Discovery’s 
bright orange external fuel

”We like to ’eat our own 
dog food' at Google, meaning 
we like to test our own prod¬ 
ucts and features ourselves 
before releasing them for 
public consumption,” Goel 
said. 

"With Recipe View, we've 
taken this more literally than 
usual.” 

The feature is to be rolled 
out to other countries after it 
becomes more seasoned.

The battered craft has se¬ 
rious historical credentials as 
the model used for the final 
dummy run before Gagarin 
left on his mission. 

"Not only are there no 
other examples outside of 
Russia of the world’s first 
spacecraft, this capsule was 
pivotal in space history as 
providing the green light for

It was sent into space on 
March 25, 1961, carrying a 
life-sized human mannequin 
and a small dog named Zvez- 
dochka, meaning "Little 
Star.” The capsule completed 
one orbit, then reentered the 
atmosphere and landed safely 
under parachute. 

Redden said wealthy indi¬ 
viduals are expected to bid 
for the craft, now owned by 
an unidentified American. 


"The new MacBook Pro

A finished version of Lion 
for Macintosh computers is 
on track for release in mid- 
2011, according to Apple. 

Lion software available at 
the online Mac App Store 
was intended to allow outside 
developers begin crafting hip, 
functional or fun programs 
that fuel the popularity of 
Apple gadgets. 

"The iPad has inspired a 
new generation of innovative 
features in Lion,” Schiller 
said. 

"Developers... can now 
start adding great new Lion 
features like full screen, ges¬ 
tures, Versions and Auto Save 
to their own apps.” 

Cupertino, California- 
based Apple has sold more 
than 15 million iPads since 
the tablet computers hit the 


market last April. 

The company has a tradi¬ 
tion of releasing new prod¬ 
ucts annually and is expected 
to introduce a second-gener¬ 
ation iPad tablet computer at 
a March 2 press event in San 
Francisco. 

The debut of the new 
MacBook Pro models came 
on the 56th birthday of 
Apple's iconic chief execu¬ 
tive Steve Jobs, who is on an 
indefinite leave of absence 
for medical reasons but re¬ 
mains involved in running 
the company. 

MacBook Pro prices 
ranged from $1,199 for a 13- 
inch (3 3-centimeter) model 
with a 320-gigabyte hard 
drive to $2,499 for a 17-inch 
(43-centimeter) model with a 
750-gigabyte hard drive. 

Apple touted the new 
models as being twice as fast 
as the prior generation, with 
Thunderbolt making it possi¬ 
ble to transfer an entire Blu- 
ray film for viewing in less 
than 30 seconds. 

Digital data is transferred 
at a rate of 10 gigabytes per 
second, according to Intel. 

"We're thrilled to collabo¬ 
rate with Intel to bring the 
groundbreaking Thunderbolt 
technology to Mac users,” 
said Mac Hardware Engi¬ 
neering senior vice president 
Bob Mansfield. 

"Thunderbolt is a break¬ 
through for the entire industry 
and we think developers are 
going to have a blast with it.” 

Thunderbolt technology 
built into computer ports 
moves media faster and sim¬ 
plifies connections between 
devices, according to Intel, 
which demonstrated the tech¬ 
nology Thursday at its Sili¬ 
con Valley headquarters.

Health check-ups to fill Indian WCup venue: 

NEW DELHI (AFP) - India's Eden Gardens stadium in Kolkata 
is drawing up plans to offer free medical check-ups to fans in 
a bid to fill the ground during the World Cup, a newspaper re¬ 
ported. Eden Gardens has been left with three games not in¬ 
volving the home nation after the India v England clash was 
moved to Bangalore as the venue was not ready on time. 
Under the proposal, anyone who buys tickets worth more than 
750 rupees ($16.50) will be entitled to a free blood pressure 
check, echocardiogram and consultation with doctors. 

The 67,000-seater stadium in Kolkata will host South Africa v 
Ireland on March 15, Ireland v the Netherlands on March 18 
and Zimbabwe v Kenya on March 20. 


New studies boost heart benefit from moderate 
drinking: 

PARIS (AFP) - Two medical investigations published have 
strengthened arguments that modest daily consumption of al¬ 
cohol is good for the heart and the blood system. 

People who drink alcohol in moderate amounts — equivalent 
to about one drink a day or less — are between 14 and 25 per¬ 
cent less likely to develop cardiovascular disease than coun¬ 
terparts who drink no alcohol at all, they said. 

The research, led by William Ghali, a professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary in Canada, says moderate drinking increases 
levels of "good" cholesterol in the body, which has a protective 
effect against heart disease. 


Greek officials on alert over swine flu death toll: 

ATHENS (AFP) - Health officials in Greece warned the public 
to remain vigilant against swine flu that has so far killed 93 
people, pointing to low vaccination ratios and suggesting the 
elderly are more at risk. 

It noted that 126 people were currently in hospital with con¬ 
firmed flu symptoms and that only a small number of health 
staff and high risk groups had taken vaccines. 

In a number of serious cases patients had apparently underes¬ 
timated the symptoms and were late in taking medication, it 
said. 

The Greek interior minister was among those who caught the 
virus and took time off to recuperate last week according to re¬ 
ports.Some 150 people had died in Greece from swine flu last 
year.

Hair loss 


Hair loss can start with a few 
extra hairs in the sink or in 
your comb. Later, it can 
progress to a bare scalp. 

Baldness typically refers to 
excessive hair loss from your 
scalp and can be the result of 
heredity, certain medications 
or an underlying medical con¬ 
dition. Anyone — men, 
women and children -— can 
experience hair loss. 

Some people prefer to let 
their baldness run its course 
untreated and unhidden. Oth¬ 
ers may cover it up with hair¬ 
styles, makeup, hats or 
scarves. And still others 
choose one of the medications 
and surgical procedures that 
are available to treat hair loss. 
Before pursuing any treatment 
option, talk with your doctor 
about the cause of and best 
possible treatments for your 
hair loss. 

Symptoms 

The medical term for hair 
loss is alopecia. Pattern bald¬ 
ness (androgenetic alopecia), 
the most common type of 
alopecia, affects roughly one- 
third of men and women. It's 
typically permanent. Other 
types of alopecia are tempo¬ 
rary, including alopecia areata. 
It can involve hair loss on your 
scalp or other parts of your 
body. 

Permanent hair loss 
■Male-pattern baldness (an¬ 
drogenetic alopecia). For men, 
pattern baldness can begin 
early, even in the teens or early 
20s. It's typically characterized 
by a receding hairline at the 
temples and balding at the top 
of the head. The end result 
may be partial or complete 


■Female-pattern baldness (an¬ 
drogenetic alopecia). Women 
with permanent hair loss usu¬ 
ally have hair loss limited to 
thinning at the front, sides or 
crown. Women usually main¬ 
tain their front hairline and 
rarely experience complete 
baldness. 

■Cicatricial (scarring) alope¬ 
cia. This rare condition occurs 
when inflammation damages 
and scars hair follicles, causing 
permanent hair loss. Some¬ 
times the patchy hair loss is as¬ 
sociated with itching or pain. 
Temporary hair loss 
■Alopecia areata. Hair loss 
usually occurs in small, round, 
smooth patches about the size 
of a quarter. Usually the dis¬ 
ease doesn't extend beyond a 
few bare patches on the scalp, 
but it can cause patchy hair 
loss on any area that has hair, 
including eyebrows, eyelashes 
and beard. In rare cases, it can 
progress to cause hair loss over 


includes your entire scalp, the 
condition is called alopecia to¬ 
talis. If it involves your whole 
body, it's called alopecia uni¬ 
versalis. Soreness and itching 
may precede the hair loss, but 
symptoms are often minimal. 
■Telogen effluvium. This type 
of temporary hair loss occurs 
suddenly, most often after a 
significant illness or major life 
stress. Handfuls of hair may 
come out when combing or 
washing your hair or may fall 
out after gentle tugging. This 
type of hair loss usually causes 
overall hair thinning and not 
bald patches. 

■Traction alopecia. Bald 
patches can occur if you regu¬ 
larly wear certain hairstyles, 
such as pigtails, braids or corn- 
rows, or if you use tight rollers. 
Hair loss typically occurs be¬ 
tween the rows or at the part 
where hair is pulled tightly. 
■Anagen effluvium. In this 
type of hair loss, actively 
growing hairs in the anagen 
state are affected most often by 
chemotherapeutic drugs given 
to fight cancer or lymphoma. 
Hair loss starts soon after be¬ 
ginning therapy and is more 
extensive than in the telogen 
effluvium state. In the weeks 
after the therapy has been com¬ 
pleted, the hair cycles re-estab¬ 
lish themselves, although the 
hair may not return as thickly 
as before chemotherapy. 
When to see a doctor 
Talk to your doctor if you no¬ 
tice sudden or patchy hair loss 
or more than usual hair loss 
when combing or washing 
your hair. Sudden hair loss can 
signal an underlying medical 
condition and may require 
medical treatment. 

No cure is available for perma¬ 
nent hair loss or baldness. 
However, you can talk to your 
doctor about medical treat¬ 
ments to slow the rate of hair 
loss or to hide hair loss.

British economic recovery falters in fourth 
quarter: 

LONDON (AFP) - Britain's economy shrank by a worse-than- 
expected 0.6 percent in the fourth quarter, official data showed 
Friday, as harsh wintry weather hampered prospects of a swift 
recovery.Gross domestic product (GDP) - the total value of 
goods and services produced in the economy — contracted 0.6 
percent in the three months to December, the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics said in statement. 

The reading was revised down from an earlier estimate of a 
0.5 percent fall, and marks the largest GDP drop since the sec¬ 
ond quarter of 2009. 

Brazil's Vale reports record mining sector prof¬ 
its: 

SAO PAULO (AFP) - Brazil's mining giant Vale announced 
industry record net profits of 17.3 billion dollars last year, more 
than tripling 2009's figures thanks to a "stellar performance." 
Last week the world's top miner BHP Billiton posted half-year 
net profits of $10.52 billion, up 72 percent. 

Both sector giants are benefiting from emerging markets snap¬ 
ping up raw materials and the West edging out of its economic 
slump.Vale's 2010 results were 30 percent higher than its for¬ 
mer record results registered in 2008. 

The only minor hiccup was that its fourth quarter profits of 5.9 
billion dollars ducked fractionally under the third quarter re¬ 
sults. 

Spain's Telefonica posts record 2010 net profit: 

MADRID (AFP) - Spanish telecoms giant Telefonica posted a 
record 2010 net profit of 10.17 billion euros, a 30.8 percent 
jump over the previous year as weakness in Spain was offset 
by strong growth in the rest of Europe and Latin America. 
Revenues rose 7.1 percent over the previous year to 60.7 bil¬ 
lion euros ($83.6 billion) as the company added clients and its 
mobile data business grew as customers upgraded to smart¬ 
phones, the company said in a statement. 

Telefonica, Europe's second-largest telecommunications com¬ 
pany by market capitalisation behind Britain's Vodafone, said 
it targets growth in revenues in 2011 of up to 2.0 percent. 

In fast-growing Latin America revenues rose 13.3 percent to 
26 billion euros. Brazil accounted for 42.7 percent of the com¬ 
pany's revenues in the region last year. 

Fiat says to produce 300,000 cars a year in 
Russia: 

MILAN (AFP) - Italian auto giant Fiat outlined plans to pro¬ 
duce 300,000 cars per year in Russia, just days after it was re¬ 
placed by Ford in a partnership there with Russian automobile 
group Sobers. 

Fiat said it had sent a memorandum of intent to the Russian 
government that "envisages the establishment of manufactur¬ 
ing capacity for up to 300,000 vehicles per year," including 
passenger cars and commercial vehicles. 

Fiat is merging with US auto giant Chrysler and has outlined 
plans for expansion in emerging markets. Industry analysts 
said the fall-out with Sobers may have happened after Fiat tried 
to drive too hard a bargain.

Red Crescent in Libyan aid effort 
overstretched: EU 


SOFIA,Bulgaria (AFP) - The 
Red Crescent, which is the 
only humanitarian aid organi¬ 
sation currently on the ground 
in Libya, is already over¬ 
stretched and facing a severe 
shortage of medical supplies, 
EU's Humanitarian Aid Com¬ 
missioner Kristalina Georgieva 

"What particularly worries 
us is that with the exception of 
the local organisation of the 
Red Crescent — which is al¬ 
ready gasping for breath and 
cannot ensure enough medical 
services, especially in Beng¬ 
hazi — there are practically no 
other structures that could join 
the (humanitarian) action," 
Georgieva told the Bulgarian 
national radio. 

"What we hear is that there 
is need for medication, that the 
healthcare system is overpow¬ 


ered," she added. 

The Red Crescent has man¬ 
aged to mobilise only about 
100 local volunteers working 
in Benghazi and even fewer in 
the capital Tripoli, Georgieva 
said. 

The three very small UN 
representations in Libya — of 
the UNICEF children's fund, 
the UN development pro¬ 
gramme and the World Health 
Organisation — lack any oper¬ 
ating capacity to help any hu¬ 
manitarian effort, she said. 

"So our only hope is to 
manage to help via the Red 
Crescent and the Red Cross as 
they stand the best chance in 
these hard circumstances," 
Georgieva said. 

The EU has also been try¬ 
ing to move its humanitarian 
aid workers over the Libyan 


border with Egypt, she added, 
warning of the imminence of 
a humanitarian crisis as the 
situation in Libya "grows 
more and more serious by the 
hour."

'Runaway millionaire' 
arrested in NZ: police 


WELLINGTON (AFP) - A 
woman who allegedly fled 
New Zealand with her Chinese 
partner after a bank mistakenly 
deposited millions of dollars 
into his account was arrested 
on Friday, police said. 

Kara Hurring and Hui (Leo) 
Gao left for China shortly after 
Westpac bank accidentally 
placed NZ$10 million (US$7.5 
million) into Gao's account in 
April 2009. Gao had requested 
a NZ$100,000 dollar over- 
draft.The error was discovered 
within days but by then some 


NZ$6.78 million had allegedly 
been transferred into other ac¬ 
counts and the pair had left the 
country.Police met and arrested 
31-year-old Hurring at Auck¬ 
land airport after she voluntar¬ 
ily returned to New Zealand. 

"Obviously this is an ex¬ 
tremely positive development 
however, the investigation is 
by no means over," said Senior 
Sergeant Mark LoperPolice 
said about half the money had 
been recovered but some 
NZ$3,872,000 was still miss¬ 
ing. 


Indigenous Ecuadoran woman 
humbles US oil giant

RUM I PA MB A, Ecuador 
(AFP) - She has no legal train¬ 
ing, and doesn't speak the 
Spanish that dominates gov¬ 
ernment in Quito but indige¬ 
nous villager Maria Aguinda 
helped bring a landmark judg¬ 
ment against US oil giant 
Chevron for polluting the rain 
forest she calls home. 

The diminutive grand¬ 
mother whose modest home 
sits near marshes clogged for 
decades in sticky oil has been 
at the heart of the David-and- 
Goliath case, and spoke out 
after Chevron was slapped last 
week with a $9.5-billion fine, 
among the heaviest ever 
handed down for environmen¬ 
tal damage. 

"Before I die they have to 
pay me for the dead animals, 
and for what they did to the 
river, and the water and the 
earth," the 61-year-old 
Aguinda told AFP at her home 
in Rumipamba, a town in re¬ 
mote Orellana province where 
pollution caused by 30 years of 
oil drilling and petroleum acci¬ 
dents had become a sad fact of 
life. 

Texaco operated in the area 
between 1964 and 1990, and 
was bought in 2001 by 
Chevron, which inherited Tex¬ 
aco's legal nightmare. 

"The demand (for compen¬ 


sation) is going on track," said 
the ethnic Quechua woman, 
pointing to a nearby spot 
marked by spillage from an oil 
well run by Texaco in the 
1970s. 

"Mary Aguinda et al" are 
the opening words of the suit 
launched in 1993 on behalf of 
30,000 residents of Orellana 
and Sucumbios provinces. 

Aguinda said she believes 
her husband and two of his 10 
children died from effects of 
the pollution, which rights 
group Amazon Watch says has 
affected an area the size of the 
US state of Rhode Island. 

Several of her family mem¬ 
bers "have skin problems, like 
fungus," Aguinda said as she 


lifted her granddaughter's foot 
off the dirt floor to show an 
outbreak on her leg. 

Chevron blames state-run 
Petroecuador, with which Tex¬ 
aco formed a consortium from 
1972 until the US firm de¬ 
parted in 1992, of not doing its 
part in the clean-up agreed 
with the state. 

The court last week an¬ 
nounced a penalty against 
Chevron of $8.6 billion with 
an additional 10 percent for en¬ 
vironment management costs. 

The plaintiffs, too, plan to 
appeal, saying the ruling fails 
to adequately compensate for 
certain damages and illness. 
They were seeking more than 
$27 billion in their suit. 


New Charlie Sheen outburst as hit TV 
series canceled 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
producers of hit TV series 
"Two and a Half Men" can¬ 
celed the show for the season 
after a new outburst by trou¬ 
bled actor Charlie Sheen — 
who promptly launched an¬ 
other tirade. 

CBS and Warner Brothers 
made the announcement after 
Sheen, who was briefly hospi¬ 
talized last month following 
his latest reported booze and 
drugs-fueled partying mishap, 
denounced the show's co-cre¬ 
ator Chuck Lorre. 

"Based on the totality of 
Charlie Sheen's statements, 
conduct and condition, CBS 
and Warner Bros. Television 
have decided to discontinue 
production of 'Two and a Half 
Men' for the remainder of the 
season," they said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Sheen, son of actor Martin 
Sheen, has become nonstop 
tabloid fodder with escapades 
allegedly involving hard drugs, 
heavy drinking, prostitutes and 
pom actresses. 

He checked into rehab four 
weeks ago after being rushed 
to hospital with "severe ab¬ 
dominal pains" from a reported 
dmg- and booze-fueled bender 



with five women at his Los 
Angeles home. 

The star filed for divorce 
from his wife of two years in 
November, days after being 
taken to hospital following a 
reported dmnken incident at a 
luxury New York hotel involv¬ 
ing another porn star. 

In addition to his reported 
substance abuse, Sheen had 
several mn-ins with the law in 
the 1990s in cases related to 
drugs, domestic violence and 
prostitution.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Aus¬ 
tralia racked up a 25th con¬ 
secutive World Cup victory 
on Friday, comfortably de¬ 
feating New Zealand in a 
match played out against the 
raw emotional background of 
the Christchurch quake. 

Australia, the defending 
champions and aiming for a 
fourth successive title, won 
by seven wickets in Nagpur 
as Mitchell Johnson took 4- 
33 to help limit the Black 
Caps to just 206. 

Nathan McCullum top- 
scored for the Kiwis with 52 
before Aussie opener Shane 
Watson hit 62 as the champi¬ 
ons reached their target with 
16 overs to spare. 

’’New Zealand are a very 
competitive team and for us 
to win as well as we have is 
pretty satisfying,” said Aus¬ 
tralian captain Ricky Ponting, 
whose side sit top of Group A 
with two wins in two 
matches. 

Earlier, all the players 
wore black armbands while a 
minute's silence was held to 
remember the victims of the 
Christchurch earthquake 
which has claimed at least 
113 lives. 

As television cameras 
panned around the VC A 
ground they found a small 
knot of Kiwi fans with one 
spectator holding aloft a sim¬ 
ple message on a plain white 
piece of paper that said: 
"Thinking of you 
Christchurch.” 

Black Caps skipper Daniel 
Vettori said: "It would be un¬ 


fair to the people who are 
going through a lot worse 
than we are over here to say 
that was the reason we didn't 
play very well today,” he said. 

"We're professional 
sportsmen and we have to get 
up for these games.” 

Meanwhile, Indian cricket 
chiefs apologised to thou¬ 
sands of fans left short¬ 
changed by the World Cup's 
deepening ticket chaos. 

Tournament director Rat- 
nakar Shetty, who is also the 


chief administrative officer of 
the Board of Control for 
Cricket in India (BCCI), ad¬ 
mitted fans had been let 
down. 

However, he said contrac¬ 
tual obligations had compli¬ 
cated ticket distribution. 

"We are sorry the fans 
have been let down,” said 
Shetty. "We understand their 
sentiments but we can’t do 
much.” 

On Thursday, frustrations 
boiled over when baton- 
wielding police clashed with 
fans after thousands queued 
to buy tickets for Sunday's 
high-profile clash between 
India and England at Banga¬ 
lore's M. Chinnaswamy sta¬ 
dium. 

Several people were in¬ 
jured as police attempted to 
keep order among the throng 
estimated to be 30,000- 
strong. 

All 7,000 tickets put on 
sale sold out within hours. 

Around 3,000 police will 
be on duty for Sunday's 
game, a Bangalore police 
spokesman said. 

India had an injury scare 
for that game on Friday when 
in-form opener Virender Se- 
hwag suffered a rib injury in 
the nets. 

But Sehwag, who smashed 
a blazing 175 in the opening 
win over Bangladesh, has 
been passed fit to play. 

Australia were not so 
lucky with fast bowler Doug 
Bollinger, forced to pull out 
of the rest of the tournament 
with an ankle injury.

DHAKA (AFP) - Bangladesh 
stung flat-footed Ireland to 
resurrect their World Cup 
campaign with a 27-run vic¬ 
tory in front of some 25,000 
boisterous home fans on Fri¬ 
day.

Federer to meet Djokovic in 
Dubai final 



DUBA (AFP) - Roger Fed¬ 
erer earned a chance of re¬ 
gaining one of his titles, and 
an early revenge upon Novak 
Djokovic, by reaching the 
final of the Dubai Open on 
Friday. 

Federer, without a Grand 
Slam title for the first time in 
eight years, overcame 
Richard Gasquet, the gifted 
Frenchman who once beat 
him as a teenager, by 6-2, 7- 
5 to earn a second meeting 
with Djokovic inside four 
weeks. 

It was the Serbian who 
beat the Swiss maestro last 
month in Melbourne before 
making off with his Aus¬ 
tralian Open title, and it is 
Djokovic who holds the title 
here as well. 

"It’s a huge obstacle to 
play Novak,” admitted Fed¬ 
erer, who may nevertheless 
have been encouraged by 
Djokovic’s struggles in get¬ 
ting past Tomas Berdych, the 
man who beat him at Wim¬ 
bledon but who retired with a 
thigh injury in the final set. 

Djokovic, playing in hot 
temperatures, described his 
own performance as a ’’cata¬ 
strophe”, even though there 
was no doubting his desire

and determination as he sur¬ 
vived by a scoreline of 6-7 
(5-7), 6-2, 4-2, 30-love re¬ 
tired. 

Federer by contrast played 
in the cool of the evening, 
when the air was thicker and 
the ball less fiery, which 
probably helped the top- 
seeded former champion to 
produce moments of beauti¬ 
fully controlled magic. 

Federer also had an extra 
gear, which became evident 
only when Gasquet’s level 
rose in the second set, thanks 
to fewer unforced errors and 
improved rhythm with some 
flamboyant ground strokes. 

They helped the former 
world number seven to take a 
5-3 lead, but they also goaded 
Federer into a trampling per¬ 
formance in the next four 
games, during which he al¬ 
lowed Gasquet only four 
more points. 

He then celebrated victory 
with a well-practised wave 
and a half-smile which sug¬ 
gested his mind might al¬ 
ready be on what was still to 
come. 

Djokovic needed all this 
passion to prevent Berdych 
breaking back at 15-40 in the 
fifth game of the second set, 


and this escape by the cham¬ 
pion probably quashed the the 
third seed’s last real hopes. 

Asked to compare Satur¬ 
day’s scenario with the semi¬ 
final at the Australian Open, 
Djokovic pointed out that the 
conditions would be very dif¬ 
ferent. 

”In Australia (it was) re¬ 
ally slow conditions, slow 
surface, ball bounces a bit 
higher. So it was more suit¬ 
able to me. 

’’Still, I’ve played well 
over the years in this centre 
court, especially in night 
matches. So I look forward to 
it. It will be a big challenge.” 

Federer, clearly in the bet¬ 
ter form, sounded the more 
assertive. 

’’I'm confident I'm playing 
well,” he said. ”1 haven't 
played poorly the last six 
months. 

”1 have another opportu¬ 
nity to win a tournament, so 
it’s a good moment for me. I 
want to win, it doesn't matter 
how. 

"As long as it's fair play 
and as long as Novak is at a 
hundred percent as well - I 
don't want to beat him at 
eighty percent. I just want to 
beat him fair and square.” 


PARIS (AFP) - French radio 
stations have vowed to boy¬ 
cott the Manchester United v 
Marseille Champions League 
clash next month over the 
"exorbitant” transmission 
fees being demanded by the 
English Premier League gi¬ 
ants. 

Radio France chief of 
sport Jacques Vendroux said 
United had demanded 26,000 
euros from each French radio 
station wishing to cover the 
second leg of their last 16 
clash at Old Trafford. 

He indicated that the de¬ 
mand, the "most exorbitant 
sum” he had ever heard of, 
was all the more bizarre be¬ 
cause English radio stations 
were able to cover the first 
leg in Marseille on Wednes¬ 
day for free when the sides 
played to a scoreless draw. 

As a result, he said Radio 


France and its two sister sta¬ 
tions France Info and Radio 
Bleu Provence, would be 
joined by RTL, Europe 1 and 
RMC in boycotting the match 
on March 15. 

"Two weeks ago Man¬ 
chester United asked us for 
26,000 euros in transmission 
rights for each radio station 
while the English (radio sta¬ 
tions) got to work for free in 
the first leg (in Marseille) on 
Wednesday," Vendroux told 
AFP. 

"Now, we have all agreed 
that we will not cover the 
match.” 

He added: "It’s the most 
exorbitant sum I’ve ever 
heard being asked for a foot¬ 
ball match since the start of 
the Champions League. 

"It’s totally unheard of. We 
won’t be part of this racket¬ 
eering”.

Grozny eye Brazil's retired 
Ronaldo 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Terek 
Grozny, the small but ambi¬ 
tious side from Russia's war- 
torn Chechnya, are set to 
offer Brazil legend Ronaldo 8 
million US dollars to reverse 
his retirement, a Moscow 
daily reported on Friday. 

The news comes just a 
week after another club from 
Russia's volatile south, Anzhi 
Makhachkala, signed the vet¬ 
eran Brazilian defender 
Roberto Carlos on a two-year 
contract worth a reported two 
million dollars. 

The Tvoi Den daily said 
direct talks between the 
Russian Premier League out¬ 
fit and 34-year-old Ronaldo 


will take place in Grozny on 
March 8, when some mem¬ 
bers of Brazil’s 2002 World 
Cup-winning side arrive for 
an exhibition match. 

It is thought Grozny are 
prepared to offer Ronaldo an 
18-month contract. 

Ronaldo, who announced 
his retirement last week, has 
been appointed to help co-or¬ 
dinate Brazil's hosting of the 
2014 World Cup. 

Terek have been raising 
their profile since January, 
when they stunned the foot¬ 
ball world by announcing the 
signing of Dutch football 
legend Ruud Gullit as man¬ 
ager. 


Aggressive 
Wozniacki 
blitzes Bartoli 

DOHA (AFP) - Caroline 
Wozniacki blitzed Marion 
Bartoli in straight sets to 
storm into the final of the 
WTA Qatar Open here on 
Friday. 

The world number one, 
who has been hardly pushed 
in Doha, once again came up 
with a commanding display 
to post a 6-1, 6-1 win and 
stay on course for a second 
title inside seven days, fol¬ 
lowing her victory in the 
Dubai Open last Sunday. 

"I am really happy with 
the way I played today, in 
fact throughout the tourna¬ 
ment," the Danish top seed 
said. 

"I really love playing in 
Doha and I am very happy 
that I am in the finals." 

Wozniacki said she stuck 
to her strong point, which is 
her aggression, to dismantle 
Bartoli's game. 

"It was important for me 
to start aggressively and keep 
the momentum, make her run 
a lot," said Wozniacki, who 
won in just 65 minutes, con¬ 
verting six of her eight break 
points and committing just 13 
unforced errors compared to 
her rival's 23. 

Wozniacki was on a seven 
match winning streak when 
she took the court on Friday, 
but had lost her two previous 
clashes against the French¬ 
woman, in Stuttgart in 2009 
and in Cincinnati last year. 

But Bartoli's hopes of a 
hat-trick of wins against the 
current hottest player in the 
world vanished in a jiffy as 
the Dane established control 
over the match from the out¬ 
set, hitting powerful winners 
on either flank and hardly al¬ 
lowing her rival any space to 
place her shots. 

Wozniacki will now clash 
with the winner of the second 
semi-final between Serbian 
Jelena Jankovic and Russian 
vera Zvonareva.
